Sr. PETERSBURG, Oct. 22.—The famine has 
extended to Siberia. The Governor has com- 
piled a report showing that In the districts of 
Kokthchetowsh and Petrapawlosk what food 
supplies the inhabitants possessed have been 
entirely exhausted, and appeals to public 
charity. Owing to the difficulty of transpor- 
tation in winter efforts at relief seem almost 
hopeless. Supplies from Caucasia are im- 
proving in quantity, and itis hoped that they 
will avail to stave off the worst effects of the 
famine. Advices from the interior of the 
empire are continually of worse import. The 
people are commencing to riot in Samara, 
Saratoff and Veronelz.

SATISFY THE POPE AND HE MAY 
LEAVE ROME. 

Rome, Oct. 22.—It is stated that the Pope 18 
still undecided asto whether he will or will 
not leave Rome. He is not satisfied with the 
response of Austria, the only Catholic coun- 
try from which he expected official interfer- 
ence in his behalfand upon which he rested 
content with an aseurance from Italy that 
the next papal election would be protected 
from Italian interference. What the Pope 
hoped tor was a vigorous assertion in favor 
of the temporal power of the papacy. This 
failing, the Pope is at last resolved to leave 
Rome, as the most striking protest that he 
can put against the existing state of affairs. 
The Cardinals, most of whom are old men 
and comfortably settled in Rome, are said to 
have given almost unanimous advice against 
removal, and have so far exerciseda re- 
straining influence upon the Pontiff, coupled 
with his feeble health.

DIES BEFORE DAWN. 


Adelbert Goheen to Be Hanged at 
Fergus Falls, Minn. 


THE MURDER OF ROSETTA BRAY TO BE 
LEGALLY AVENGED. 


A Blood-Thirsty Reporter Tries to Kill a 
Woman-—Shot by a Wronged Husband 
— Hoppe on Trial— Train Robbers 
Captured—A Rich Farmer’s Crime— 
Murde ned for a Trifle. 


FERGUS Fals, Minn., Oct. 22.—In a solitary 
cell in the jail of Otter Tau County to-day 
paces slowly up and down murderer Adelbert 
Goheen. Between midnight and dawn he will 
be hanged for the wanton killing of Miss 
Rosetta Bray on the night of March 24, 1691. 
The body of the woman was found near the 
Great Northern Rallroad track, a mile or so 
from the center of this city. It was frozen 
stiff, and the first suppositition was that 


she had frozen to death, but later 
two bullet wounds were found, one in 
her head, the other in her breast. 


It was known that Goheen was in the habit of 
visiting at her lodgings. She lived alone and 
had no other male acquaintance. Suspicion 
fastened upon him, and although the evi- 
Gence was circumstantial he was arrested, 
convicted of the crime and sentenced to dle. 

Sheriff Billings has wisely determined to 
get the job done as quickly as possible, A 
corridor which stretches transversely across 


the jall, between thecelis and the Sheriff's 
residence, will be the place of execution. A 
hole has been cut through the floor of the sec- 
ond story and the trap placed there,and from 
aheavy beam overhead the rope has been 
suspended. The execution will be 
strictly private, according to the provisions 
of the present State law. The ne has 
named the three prisoners whom he may 
choose. The Coroner and one other doctor 
will be present,the Sheriffand his men and the 
Catholic priest, Father Lange, whom Goheen 
has chosen as his spiritual adviser. The rope 
has been carefully tested and the 
trap and other paraphernalia put in position. 
As the hour of the execution approaches Go- 
heen’s defiant behavior does not alter, 
though those who are about him say there is 
a slight but unmistakable increase of ner- 
vousness and mental distress. It is predicted 
that he will either fight like a tiger cat at the 
last or else break down utterly and have to 
be carried to the 8 bodily. He has no 
friends in the jail. His temperament is so 
ugly and vicious that those who might other- 
wise pity him will feel nothing but relief at 
his death. 

It is hoped that the scenes witnessed at the 
execution of Wm. Rose at Redwood Falls last 
Friday morning will not be repeated in Go- 
heen’s case. The rope broke when Rose was 
shot through the trap and the hanging had 
to be repeated.

REVOLT PUT DOWN. 


Attempt to Overthrow President Gon- 
zales of Paraguay. 


THE REBELLION SUPPRESSED BY GOV- 
ERNMENT TROOPS. 


Flight of the Insurgents to Argentine Ter- 
ritory, Where They Were Disarmed— 
The Paraguayan Cabinet—Salvador De 
serted by the Commanders of Her Navy 
—Chilian Election. 


BUENOS AYRES, Oct. 22.—Advices received 
here from Asuncion, the capital of the Re- 
pudlic of Paraguay, bring news of an 
attempt there to overthrow President Juan 
G. Gonzales. The attempted revolution, 
however, was promptly suppressed by the 
troops loyal to the Government. Full details 
are not yet procurable, but it is known that 
there has been an uneasy feeling in Para- 
guay and a spirit of hostility to the Govern- 
ment there for some time past. This hag 
resulted in rumors as to plots against the 
Government and as to conspiracies to 
overthrow the President. As usual in 
all South American revolutions the trouble 
originated in, and was nurtured by political 
rivalries and disappointed ambitions, the 
outs“ scheming against the ins, and the 
latter leaving no stone unturned to crush 
their opponents politically and otherwise. 
This jealous rivalry continued to grow in 
strength until the Government’s opponents 
some days ago boldly threw off the mask, 
and collecting the most desperate of their 
adherents they made an appeal to the 
people, armed themselves and sought to 
wrest the reins of power from the properly 
constituted authorities, claiming that the 
latter had in many ways abused the trust 
vested in them. 

The Government was not slow to accept the 
challenge, and immediately sent a force of 
troops to put down the insurrection. An 
engagement took place between the Gov- 
ernment troops and the _ revolutionists 
which resulted in the defeat and filght of the 
latter. The rebel forces in the main were so 
badly routed that they were compelled to fly 
from the territory of Paraguay and seek 
refuge within the borders of the Argentine 
Republic. The Argentine Government was 
notified of this fact and sent instructions 
to the frontier authorities, ordering that all 
Paraguayans found witharms in their pos- 
session on this side of the frontier should be 
disarmed. This was done without any dim.- 
culty, the defeated revolutionists readily sur- 
rendering their weapons when requested to

The Faraguay Government against which 
this revolution was aimed consists of Presi- 
dent Juan G. Gonzales, who was elected 
Sept. 25, 1890; Juan C. Centurion, Foreign 
Secretary; Juan Sosa, Minister of Finance; 
Dr. Carlos Gondra, Minister of Justice, and 
Gen. Duarte, Minister of War. 


THE ATTACK WAS PLANNED. 


CRITICAL CONDITION OF THE AMERICAN SAIL- 
ORS MOBBED AT VALPARAISO, 
VALPARAISO, Chili, Oct. 22.—The condition 
of two of the six sallors from the Baltimore, 
who were wounded in the cowardly attack by 
the Chillan sallors and rabble last week, is 
now considered critical. The names of the 


injured Americans are: Hamilton, Talbott, 
Turnbull. Anderson, Davidson and Panter. 
The inquiry so far as made discloses the fact 
that gross cruelty was practised upon the 
Americans and that the murderous assault 
was entirely unprovoked. It is believed that 
the attack was planned. It is alleged that 
Mate Regan was shot by a policeman. It has 
also come to light that in no case was one of 
the Americans armed, and the vallant fight 
they made againstaforce greatly their su- 

rior, with only nature’s weapons to de- 
end them, is highly commended. 

In justice to the Chilians it must be said 
that information has been received to the ef- 
fect that a few of their army and naval of- 
ficers and seamen displayed braveryin try- 
ing to shield the Baltimore's men from the 
fury of the mob.

ELECTION IN CHILI. 


THE LIBERALS RECEIVE LARGE MAJORITIES Ar 
ALL POINTS. 


SANTIAGO, Oct. 22.—Returns from the elec- 
tions held throughout the Republic on Sun- 
day last show that the Liberals have large 
majority in the Electoral College, the duties 
of the members of which are, toa great ex- 
tent, similar to those of the Presidential 
Electors in the United states, with the im- 
portant difference that the members them- 
selves select and appoint the chiefof the 
State. The members of the Chillan Senate 
serve a term of six years, and are elected di- 
rectly by the provinces. The members of the 
Chamber of Deputies serve three years and 
are elected by Deputies. The strength of the 
Liberal party is shown by the fact that it has 
elected thirty of its candidates for the Sen- 
ate, while the Clericals have elected only 
two. Inthe Chamber of Deputies the Liber- 
als will have full control of the House, for 
they will have at leasta majority of thirty, 
the returns showing the election of sixty-two 
Liberals and thirty-two clericals.

Chaplin, the newly-elected 
Ohancellor of Washington University, arrived 
in St. Louis this morning from Boston and 
registered at the Southern Hotel. At 10 
o’clock he was met by Prof. M. S. Snow of 
the University faculty, and together the two 
gentlemen went out to the University over 
which Prof. Chaplin’s Chancellorship direc- 
tion begins from this date. Arrived there, 
the new Chancellor was installed in Prof. 
Snow’s room on the second floor, and 
then for a half hour or more 
he was kept pleasantly busy making the ac- 
quaintace of thé) various members of the 
Washington University faculty. who were 
introduced to him in rapid succession by 
Prof. Snow. Inthe midst of this collegiate 
levee a reporter of the Post- Dispatcn called 
at the University, and its new chancellor 
most promptly and Kindly submitted to an 
interview. 

Judging from appearances, Chancellor 
Chaplin may be confidently described asa 
man of decision and action and, judging 
further from his first utterances 
in St. Louis, he may be pronounced 
as an educator of some aggressiveness 
in the expression of his views. Over 6 feet in 
height, and with a bearing that bespeaks his 
military training at West Point, the new 
head of Washington University has a 
strong, firm face, shaded by a  close- 
ly trimmed auburn beard, quiet but 
rather quick and resolute gray-bDlue eyes, 
and a massive head, which is rendered 
somewhat picturesque by its covering of 
light-brown hair in apparent mutiny against 
conventional form. In speaking, Chancellor 
Chaplin is calm, quick, decisive and ap- 
parentiy aware of the ful signifi- 
cance of every word. He is 
also evidently well-accustomed to being 
interviewed and loses but little time in de- 
fining his views clearly and distinctly upon 
any topic that chances to be suggested. 

THE NEW CHANCELLOR TALKS. 

There will de no disturba nce of Washing-

my first study of Western public sentiment is 
rather discouraging. In New York and Bos- 
ton the newspapers keep their readers fully 
posted on educational news, and recognize it 
as a large field and one ofthe greatest inter- 
est to the Eastern public. It would seem that 
the same field in the West should offer simi- 
lar encouragement tothe newspapers, but I 
see no indication of it. 

With this rather startling assertion in the 
nature of an implied charge against the 
tenor of public sentiment inthe West Chan- 
cellor Claplin closed his interview. He was 
plainly aware of the full meaning of such an 
expression of opinion on his part and made 
his closing statement very deliberately. He 
then accompanied Prof. Snow onatour of 
inspection of the university building and 
grounds. 

CHANCELLOR CHAPLIN’S CAREER. 

Prof. Chaplin is about 43 years of age, and 
ig a native Of Maine. He entered the Military 
Academy at West Point in 1866, graduating in 
1870, second in rank in a class of fifty-eight. 
The Engineer Corps being closed by law un- 
tilthe number of officers was reduced to a 
certain limit, he was appointea Lieutenant 
in the Fifth United States Artillery, serving 
until 1872, when he resigned to engage in rail- 
road engineering, in which he was engaged 
in the Northwest until 1874, at which time he 
was appointed professor of mechanics in the 
Maine State College of Agriculture and Me- 
chanic Arts. 

In January, 1877. Prof. Chaplin was ap- 
—— professor of civil engineering in. the 

mperial University of Japan at Tokio ro- 
maining until July, 1882. While occupying 
this position he was calied to take charge un- 
der the Minister of Public Works of the roads, 
railways, canals, harborsjand other engineer- 
ing works of the Japanese Empire. Prefer- 
ring to return to Americaon account of his 
ehildren, Prof. Chaplin resigned his position 
in Japan in 1882, recelving the Imperial order 
Or Mei“ of Japan in recognition of his dis- 
tinguished services. 

On arrival in this country he became engi- 
neer of construction for the New York & New 
England Rallroad, then constructing its 
double tracks from Franklin, Mass., to Hart- 
ford, Conn. In September, 1883, he accepted 
the appointment of Professor of Mathemat- 
les in Mane College, New York, from 
which place he was appointed July, 1585, 
Professor of Engineering in Harvard Uni- 
IN During the six years he has occu- 

led this position he has been dean of the 
a wrence Scientific School, which has during 
his administration more than quadrupled its 
number of students and has become one of 
the most progressive and successful depart- 
ments of the University. Forthe past three 

ears he has been chairman of the Parietal 

Ommittee of the faculty.

The Title of the Ruler of Japan. 


From the Japanese Weekly Mail. 

A question that led to some controversy a 
few years 1 has been raised oan by the 
Mainichi Shimbun, the questson of the proper 
title to be employed by foreigners in writing 
ofthe ruler of Japan. The Mainichi observes 
thatin almost every country some special 
term is used to designate the sov- 
ereign. Sometimes these terms are 
virtually translations of the word ‘‘emperor’’ 
—as, for example, ‘‘Czar’’ and ‘‘Kaiser’’— 
sometimes they are terms N to the peo- 
pie of the country and unintelligible in the 

ouths of strangers—as, for example, 
Shah! and Mikado.“ Our contemporary 
adds that when Viscount Yenomoto repre- 
sented Japan at the Russian Court, he 
pointed out that the title ‘‘Mikado’’ was 
only suitable for use by Japanese subjects 
towards their sovereign, andthatit was nota 
proper title to insert in official documents, the 
only correct term in regard to the latter 
being Emperor, orits equivalent in the 
language of the document. Tunis is precisely 
the point made by us some years ago. It jeu 
to the most curious rejoinders. Some critics 
pretended to think that ‘*Mikado’’ was to be 
ruled out of the Japanese language alto. 
oy eat and asked whether Mr. Grims 

ad violated etiquette in calling his book 
The Mikado’s Empire, or Mr. H. Nor- 
man in heading one of his letters Mikado 
Land.“ Others lashed themselves into a 
state of spurious indignation over the idea 
that in denying the propriety ofthe term 
Mikado in foreign official documents the 
Japanese were breaking away from their old 
traditions and substituting borrowed pinch- 
k for the pure metal of national individ- 
uality. All this silly persifage did duty 
for argument among a _ certain class 
of writers, able at least to claim that they 
were not wider of the mark than the few 
whoasserted that whether Mikado“ were 
right or wrong, it had become customary 
and must remain so. After all, it 18 very 
questionable whether people that persist 
Er using an improper title when they 
now its n riety do not injure them 
selves a great deal more than they injure 
those to whom the title is addressed. There 
is an undoubted right of choice ** all matters 
of which the law takes no cognizance. It is 
not a penal offense to persist in the ignor- 
ar} ployment of 1145 nomenclature, 
and those that prefer to do $0 are free to en- 
joy the privilege.

“WHAT CAN WE DO?” 


Tolstoi Preaches His Gospel of Love With 
the Russian Famine as a Text. 

Some literary person of St. Petersburg, no 
doubt an ardent admirer of Tolstoi, wrote to 
the shoemaker, author and nobieman for ad- 
vice. What shall we doto help the starving 
peasants?’’ inquired this person. Tolstoi an- 
swered at length: 

„„ wish with all my heart, wrote the 
Count, that I could express what 1 think 
and feel on this question of the famine. I 
think and feel, in brief, that the famine ex- 
ists and can but increase, but that a famine 
cannot be overcome by collecting alms and 
by distributing bread to those in need of it.“ 
After reviewing the social conditions which 
have produced this and other famines in Rus- 
sia, he says: 

think itis necessary that we use all our 

wers to combat these primal causes of 
amine, but to ask aid of the Government 
and to take up collections are entirely useless 
proceedings and can have only pernicious re- 
sults. To take up collections! You will 
always find ready for that sort of thing good- 
natured persons—persons who live without 
ever giving a thought to the people unless it 
be to misunderstand or despisethem. But 
they are suddenly seized by a frenzy of pity 
for their dear brothers in distress. Oh, yes! 
these people are very responsive to the call 
of the collections. 

‘*I think one cannot suddenly turn to 
works because there is a famine, for doing 
goes Is a thing of yesterday and the day be- 

ore, to-morrow and the day alter, famine or 

no famine. There is but one remedy against 
famine. It is necessary that men should 
give themselyes as far as possible to good 
works atalltimes. The good work does not 
consistin giving bread to him that hungers, 
but in loving the hungry and assisting them. 
It is more important to love than to give 
bread, for one may give bread without lov- 
ing, but one may not love without giving 
bread. 

‘*lam writing this less for you than for 
those persons to whom I find myself so often 
opposed on this subject, who assert that to 
collect alms and to distribute them is a good 
work without being able to see that a good 
work is a work of love only and that a work 
of love is a work of sacrifice. Therefore, to 
your question: ‘What shall be done?’ I reply: 
Let the spirit of love for one anotber 
born in the heart of men, not love because of 
famine, but love above all and at all times.’ 
But it seems to me this never could be done 
by writing a book which would touch the 
hearts ofthe rich. Write it, tf God will par- 
mit you. For myself I should be most us 
if God should order me to write it.

UNLAWFUL DUMPING. 

Under the common law of easements and 
riparian rights, Chicago can discharge 
her sewage into the waters of the St. 
Lawrence but notinto the waters of any 
tributary of the Mississippi. The latter 
stream is sufficiently charged with the 
sewage of its own immense valley, and add- 
ing to ite natural burden the sewage of 
the largest city in the valley of the St. 
Lawrence would bean outrage that the 
whole Mississippi Valley population ought 
to resist. 

The proposition to dilute this Chicago 
sewage with a sufficient flow of water from 
one of the lakes that supply the St. Law- 
rence with water, to improve the naviga- 
tion of the Illinois River, is on its face an 
attempt to put down opposition with false 
promises. It is a scientifically attested 
fact that those lakes are becoming shal- 
lower every year, and Chicago is not 
going to farther imperil the utility of her 
Eastern waterway by diverting enough 
water from Lake Michigan to make a 
nayigable stream from the lake to the 
Miesissippi, nor will she consent to a large 
diversion of water from Lake Erie to im- 
prove the navigation of the Ohio, as 
the Pittsburgers propose. 9A canal 
across the ‘‘divide’’ carrying enough 
Lake Michigan water to discharge her 
sewage into the Illinois River, and spread 
it over all the bottom lands reached by the 
enlarged overflow, is all that the people 
along the Illinois River will get from Chi- 
eago in return for letting her dump her 
offal, ordure and other filth on their land, 
to rot there, poisoning the air they breathe 
and filling their homes with pestilence. 

If the Illinois River people do not stand 
on their riparian rights and in their State 
courts successfully resist the imposition of 
an easement to which Chicago has no right 
by natural or human laws, the States and 
communities on the banks of the Missis- 
sippi should apply to Congress and the 
United States courts for the protection to 
which they are entitled as riparian owners. 
Chicago has no more right to divert her 
sewage from the St. Lawrence to the 
Mississippi than she would have to empty 
the great lakes into our valley and sub- 
merge vast bodies of our land without our 
consent. 
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PUBLIC OPINION V8. BURLESQUERS. 


The women of Hiawatha, Kan., are en- 
gaged in a frantic attempt to put down a 
so-called leg show, which they claim 
threatens to demoralize the town, They 
tried to get the Council to prohibit the 
entertainment, but the Council, the mem- 
bers of which probably wanted to test the 
demoralizing effect of the display, refused 
to do it. 

The indignant women destroyed the 
posters, and were considering the 
advisability of spoiling the beauty of 
the fair burlesquers, when wiser counsel 
prevailed and they decided to try the effect 
of public opinion.

He Died of Heart Disease Early This 
Morning. 
AN UNEXPECTED TERMINATION OF AW 
EVENTFUL CAREER. 


— — 


For Twenty Years and More One of the 
Leading Citizens of St. Louis—The Re- 
publican Candidate for Mayor in 1878 
—A Successful Milling Business Ruined 
by Repeated Fires—Sketch of His Life. 


George Bain died at 2:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing at his residence, No. 3128 Morgan street, 
surrounded by the members of his family. 
For two weeks he had been confined to his 
bed, and although he was dangerously sick 
several Gays last week, there was a marked 
improvement in his condition on Saturday, 
and yesterday he seemed to be gaining rap- 
idly and looked so well, in fact, that 
his son Robert expected that he 
would De out again in a few days. 
His mind was clear all the time, and he 
talked cheerfully and even cracked jokes with 
some of his old friends who called on him. 
Mr. Bain’s good humor was proverbial and 
in sickness it did not leave him. Up to within 
a few minutes of his death he was conversing

with his family and in good spirits as usual. 
He died of heart disease, or at least that is 
the supposition, the family physician, Dr. I. 
N. Love, not having arrived as yet at the 
time the Post-DIsPATcH representative left 
the house this morning. He had been suffer- 
ing from rheumatism and liver and kidney 
troubles for some time, and they were doubt- 
less responsible in a measure for his death. 
WANTED A QUIET FUNERAL. 

Mr. Bain talked of death at times during 
his sickness and expressed a wish that in the 
event of it he should be buried as quietly as 
possible, with only his brothers and sons as 
pall- bearers, and the other members of his 
family and perhaps a few other relatives and 
friends as attendants, and it is in accordance 
witha@that wish that the funeral will be 
strictly private. It will take place from the 
family residence next Saturday, the time 
having been decided upon as soon as it was 
definitely ascertained that his son George 
would arrive tn the city by that time. George 
was at home a few days ago, 
but left to attend the unveiling of 
the Grady monument at Atlanta, whith he 
reported for the United Press, with which he 
has been connected for a year of more. 
George knew when he left home that his 
father was very sick, and was in a measure 
prepared for the sad news sent 
him this morning. He telegraphed 
back immediately that he would 
start for St. Logis at once and would reach 
here by the L. & N. road to-morrow (Friday) 
evening. ne other sons are Robert E. M. 
Bain, the local agent of several Atlantic 
steamship companies, and Walter H. Bain, 
who is with Orthwein 4 Co. There are also 
two daughters, young ladies attending 
school, 

SKETCH OF HIS LIFE.

its long list of ex-presidents includes a score 

more of the ablest and most popular mem- 
bers of that body. 

Mr. Bain was one of the founders of the 
Mutual Benefit Society of the Exchange and 
was the socilety’s Vice-Presidents at the 
time of his death, as he had been for 
three years. The society will take suitable ac- 
tion on his death, as will the Exchange itself. 
Secretary Morgan is now in Chicago on official 
business for the Exchange, and the news was 
telegraphed him early this morning. He 
re pl immediately to have the Directors 
and ex-Presidents of the Exchange meet at 
1:15 to-morrow afternoon in the Directors’ 
room to take action on Mr. Bain’s death. 

OTHER SOCIETIES. 

Mr. Bam was a Mason anda Knight Tem- 
plar, a prominent member of the Scottish 
Clans, a member of the Legion of Honor and 
also a memberof several other societies, in- 
cinding the Murdoch, Noble and other 
fishing clubs.

BISHOP TUTTLE ADDRESSES THE ORDER 
AT CHRIST CHURCH CATHEDRAL. 


Six Hundred Delegates in Attendance at 
the Opening Ceremonies—To-Night’s 
Programme at the Exposition—Fall 
Meeting of the St. Louis Congrega- 
tional Associatien—Religious News. 


Christ Church Cathedral was filled this 
morning with over 500 delegates to the con- 
vention of st. Andrew’s Brotherhood, who 
assembled there to begin their work with 
religious services. The service was con-

Ammonia and alum are the most common 
aduiterants used in the manufacture of bak 
ing powders. The Government report shows 
that a large percentage of the baking pow- 
ders on the market contain either one or the 
other, or both these pernicious drugs. 

What woman would use an ammonia or 
elum baking powder if she knew it? Such 
powders not only uncermine the health, but 
ammonia gives to the complexien a saliow or 
blotched appearance. The presence of am- 
monia or alum in a baking powder, however, 
can easily be detected. 

To Detect Ammonia.—Mix one heaping 
teaspoonful of baking powder with one tea- 
spoonful of water in a tin cup: boil thorough- 
ly for a few moments, stir to prevent burn- 
ing, and if ammonia is present you can smel! 
it in the rising steam. Or, place a can of the 
suspected powder top dow on a hot stove 
for a minute or two, then take off the cover 
and smell. 

To Detect Alum.—Alum powder can be 
tested by putting a couple of teaspoonfuls of 
the powder tha glass of cold water. If no 
effervescence, that is bubbling or simmer- 
ing, takes place, condemn the powder and 
return it at once. 

Some alum powders, however, like the 
„Calumet, Bon Bon, Chicago east, 
etc., contain phosphates in combination 
with alum, and with these brands the fol- 
lowing test is simple and sure: 

Take one half teaspoonful of baking powder 
in lid of say half pound can; char thoroughly 
over a strong alcohol flame, a good gas jet, 
or red hot coals. After charring (that is, 
burning until the whole mass is Diack) adda 
teaspoonful of water and piace a bright piece 
of silver coin in the solution. Stir for one 
minute, then take out the silver. If the 
powder prove a cream of tartar powder the 
coin will be bright; Han alum powder it win 
Dave sulphur stains.

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A Committee of Workmen Confer With 
President Scullin. 


CHIEFS ARTHUR AND SARGENT ARRIVE 
HERE THIS MORNING. 


Meeting Held This Morning by Them With 
the Discontented Engineers and Fire- 
Men—What the Men Demanded of the 
Road— The Railroad Officials Consider 
the Matter in Executive Session. 


P. M. Arthur of Cleveland, O., Chief of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, and 
F. P. Sargent of Terre Haute, Ind., Chief of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen, ar- 
rived in the city this morning, the former 
registering at the Laclede and the latter at 


Hurst’s Hotel. They came here to 
endeavor to adjust the differ- 
ences between the Belt Line in 


East St. Louis and the engineers and firemen 
employed by the road. The engineers and 
firemen want $3.75 and $2.15 a day respect- 
ively, and want ten hours considered a day’s 
work, and extra pay for all work over that 
time. This is the scale of wages paid 
the firemen and engineers by the Bridge Co., 
itis claimed, and the employes of the Belt 
road demand that they shall be allowed the 
same pay. The engineers of the Belt road 
now receive, it is said, $3.25 a day and the 
firemen $1.75 a day. 

When Mr. Arthurand Mr. Sargent, arrived 
at their hotels this morning they found com- 
mittees waiting for them. After talks with 
the committees the two men went to Mr. 
Sargent’s room at Hurst’s Hotel 
where they remained closeted for 
some time with the committee of engineers 
and firemen appointed to consult with them. 
The chiefs heard the grievances of the men 
and advised with them about the best 
way to adjust matters. There has 
been no strike as yet on the road. A com- 
mittee representing the men called on 
Supt. Sharman some days ago and made 
known their demands, but the men have all 
kept at work pending the decision of the road 
in reference to thelr request. 

A MEETING THIS AFTERNOON. 

A meeting was appointed for 2 o’clock this 
afternoon, when a committee of four repre- 
senting the firemen and engineer wil! call on 
President John Scullin. 
and officers of the road hope for an amicable 
adjustment of the wage question at this 
meeting. 

While the firemen and engineers were con- 
sulting with their chiefs this morning the 
officers of the road were holding a conference 
behind closed doors in the office of 
President John Scuilin. What conclusion 
they arrived at would not be 
divulged at the office. One ofthe officers of 
the company said in reference to the trouble: 


he first we knew that the men 
were not satisfied is when we read 
the fact in the newspapers. What 
grievances the men ave we do 


not know as they have never told us them. 
They are better paid now than the men in 
any ofthe switch yards. There has been no 
strike andl donot think there will be. It is 
probable that everything will be amicalby 
arranged.’’ 

Both Chief Arthur and Chief Sargent were 
rather reticent about the affair. Me came 
here to investigate the grievances of the 
men,’’ remarked Mr. Arthur, ‘‘but have not 
called on any of the railroad people 
and may notdoso. A committee of firemen 
and engineers is to confer with the president 
ofthe road this afternoon, and everything 
may be settled at this conference. If so there 
will be no occasion for Mr. Sargent 
or myself to call on the railroad people. We 
would only step in if it should be found im- 
possible for the men themselves to arrive at 
an understanding with the officials of the 
road. Ourconferences to-day so far have 
been entirely with the men themselves. They 
ask the same pay 06 is given the firemen and 
engineers of the Bridge Co. and ask that ten 
hours constitute a day’s work. If the trouble 
‘is adjusted at the meeting this afternoon 
Mr. Sargent and I will return home to-night. 
Until that conference is over I can say noth- 
ing further.

SPRINGFIELD NOTES. 


Platform Adopted at the F. I. B. A. Con- 
vention. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., Oct. 22.— The following plat- 
form was adopted yesterday by the F. M. B. A., af- 
ter which the convention adjourned: 


We favor equal assessments and taxation upon all 
forms of property, real, personal and corporate. 

We favor a graduated income tax, so thatthe 
greater the income ofacitizen or a corporation the 
more tax they shall pay, and by this we do not mean 
the confiscation of the property of the wealthy, but 
ask that the burden of government be equalized. 

The increase of the circulating medium of a country 
increases the value of the products of that country. 
We, therefore, consider that the surreptitious de- 
monetization of silver in 1873 was a fraud upon the 
people. We demand the free and unlimited coinage 
of silver, and that the circulating medium of the 
country shall be issued by the Government direct to 
the people, in sufficient volume to do the business of 
the country on a cash basis, and making ali money so 
issued legal tender for the payment of all debts, both 
public and private. 

We demand that all stocks and bonds of corpora- 
tions shall be issued on such a basis that where they 
call for $1 they shall represent 100 cents of legiti- 
mate outlay; that all watered stock shall be retired, 
and that the stock and bonds of corporations shall 
represent the actual cost and indebtedness of the 
saine, 

We are opposed to fostering certain industries by 
Government bounty. We consider sugar no more 
entitied to a bounty than corn, ships no more than 
the breeding of cattle. Weare opposed to all mo- 
nopo'ies, and want it distinctly understood that the 
organized liquor traffic is included. We oppose the 
unholy alliance of the Government with said busi- 
ness. As aremedy, we propose that all revenue and 
license laws, high or low, must be repealed, both 
State and national. We favor the election of men of 
our calling to represent usin the halis of legislation. 

Resolved, That the State Assembly, through the 
national organ, furnish questions for discussion in 
subordinate lodges. 

We favor co-operation and confederation with all 
farmer and Jabor organizations. 

We believe the Government should probibit deal- 
ing in futures of any and all agricultural and mechan- 
ical products. 

We believe Congress should enact such laws as will 
effectually prevent the sale of adulterated food 
products. . 

We are opposed to alien ownership of lands. 

We demand the uniformity of text books for our 
common schools and that the State furnish them at 
actual cost. '
